EGARDLESS of the excellence of 
the electrical brooder you pur­ 
chase, it cannot yield maximum re­ 
sult* unless it is operated and man­ 
aged correctly. 
Inadequate wiring is the most com. 
mon reason for unsatisfactory oper­ 
ation of electric hovers. Check with 
your power company or a reliable 
electrician to determine if your serv­ 
ice runs are sufficiently large—the 
average poultry lighting circuit is 
entirely too smalL Several brooders 
connected to a single line constitute 
an appreciable load which, if carried 
on anall wires over a long distance, 
results in considerable voltage drop 
and consequent wasted energy, in­ 
creased power cost and sluggish op­ 
eration of the hovers. 
So long as it is properly ventilated, 
free from floor drafts, has a good 
floor and is of the proper size, any 
well-constructed building may be 
used for brooding. Positive ventila­ 
tion is necessary to remove dust, 
odors and excess moisture. Floor 
drafts cause uneven temperatures 
under the hover, chill the chicks and 
increase operating costs. A good floor 
helps to prevent drafts, conserves 
the heat beneath the brooder and 
protects against cold and dampness. 
Allow half a square foot of floor 
space per chick in the brooder house; 
one square foot per poult. 
Proper management is perhaps the 
most important factor in successful 


electric 
brooding. 
The 
following 
pointers will help you start off cor­ 
rectly. 
Before the baby chicks arrive from 
the hatchery or are removed from 
your incubator, thoroughly clean and 
disinfect the brooder house and 
equipment. Spread the floor evenly 
with four inches of some clean, 
finely-cut, absorbent material—most 
commercial litters are satisfactory, 
as are soft-wood shavings. Put suffi­ 
cient feeders and water fountains 
under as well as outside the hover 
Adjust the brooder so that the 
curtain is V,4 to % inch above the 
litter. Operate the hover at least two 
days before the chicks are put under 
it, adjusting the control knob until a 
constant temperature of 93 degrees 
on the litter is obtained. Do not 
worry about the temperature of the 
brooder house, as chicks thrive in 
the cold provided there is a warm 
hover to which they can run. 
To keep the chicks cloie to the 
brooder and prevent them from hud­ 
dling in the comers of the house, an 
oval confining ring or guard is es­ 
sential. This should be about IS 
inches high, and may be of wire 
mesh although heavy cardboard or 
sheet metal is preferable as a solid 
ring helps to reduce floor drafts. 
After the chicks are placed under 
the hover, there are many other pre­ 
cautions to be observed. Space does 
not permit detailing them here, but 
you can obtain full information by 
writing to your state college or uni­ 
versity or to the makers of electric 
brooders.

Sell Babies For 
Fees Up to $1000 


Detroit, Mich., 
May 1.—Police 
officers and members of the Way­ 
ne county prosecutor’s staff hoDed 
today to climax their two-month 
investigation of a group of per­ 
sons suspected of 
“buying 
and 
selling” the babies of unmarried 
mothers. 
Progress of

investigation 
was disclosed yesterday by police 
following the arrest of a 47-year- 
old grandmother on a

state adoption laws. 
Another woman was 
reported 
sought for questioning, and Lt.

FEDERAL ARSENAL AT 
LIBERTY, MISSOURI 


A century ago, the Missouri 
m ilitary depot at Liberty seethed 
with activity. The army unit sta­ 
tioned there gave added life and 
gaiety to this frontier town and 
subdued the fear of Indian attacks. 
Two decades later. April 20, 1861, 
secessionists captured this post and 
thereby committed the first aggres­ 
sive act in Missouri against the 
government. 
Today only outlines 
of the foundation of the depot 
remain. 
On July 2, 1836, President An­ 
drew Jackson signed the bill au­ 
thorizing the construction of an

arsenal on the western frontier of 
Missouri, the cost of which was 
not to exceed $ 14,000. 
L»ack of 
¡officers to aid in the conducting 
operations 
unaviodably 
delayed 
the plans, however, and not until 
June 30, 1837, did the Federal 
government obtain a deed to ten 
acres of land, located about three 
miles south of Liberty, for which 
it payed $150 to Joel Turnham. 
Construction of the arms plant was 
completed in 1839. 
On September 30, 1841, the War 
Department reported that this a r­ 
senal consisted of one building 
lor officers' quarters, one build­ 
ing for men’s quarters, one store­ 
house, one magazine, three w ork­ 
shops, one armory, two gun sheds, 
and two laboratories. At that time 
the whole amount expended for the 
Liberty arsenal from its estab­ 
lishment amounted to $26, 435.96 
The money value of stores on hand 
was $6,314.84. 
Although this depot was estab­ 
lished as a source of arms and 
ammunition in case of an Indian 
attack, the supplies stored there 
apparently were never used for 
that 
purpose. 
“Feudin” 
whites, 
however, 
did 
not 
hesitate 
to 
seize the arsenal and confiscate 
its contents. 
White men, not red 
men, Union men not secessionists 
felt the sting of the government 
supplies stored at Liberty. 
Realizing that a free Kansas 
would menace slavery, the people 
of Clay County opposed the free 
soldiers strongly. 
On the after­ 
noon of December 4, 1855, a band 


of 100 volunteers, led by Major 
Ebenezer Price, arrested the store­ 
keeper, 
Major Luther Leonard, 
and seized the military supplies 
to use in the pro-slavery camp on 
the W akarusa River in Kansas. 
They took three pieces of field 
artillery, 55 rifles, 67 cavalry sabres 
100 dragoon pistols, 20 Colt re­ 
volvers, ammunition and artillery 
horses. 
Hearing of the robbery, Captain 
William N. R. Beall of Fort Leav­ 
enworth came to Liberty and on 
December notified prominent Clay 
County citizens that the property 
must be returned. 
Within a few 
days, all but $400 worth of the 
stores were brought back. 
No 
attem pt was made to arrest or 
punish the raiders. 
The secoond and more famous 
raid upon the Liberty Arsenal 
occurred on April 20, 1861, eighty 
years ago this week. 
News of the 
firing on Fort Sum pter occurred 
on April 12, created great excite­ 
ment in Missouri. 
Fearing that 
Union soldiers of Fort Leaven­ 
worth would take possession of 
the stores at the arm s depot, some 
200 secessioners from the border 
counties of Clay, Jackson and Cass 
led by Colonel Henry L. Routt 
seized the Federal arsenal. 
Overpowering the storekeeper, 
Major N athaniel Grant, the in­ 
surgents held the post until Ap­ 
ril 27, 1861. 
The property taken 
consitsed of 3 six-pound brass can­ 
nons, 12 six-pounders iron guns, 
1 three-pounder iron gun, 2 bat­ 
tery wagons, 5 caissons, 2 forges, 
besides artillery equipment and 
several hundred rounds of am ­ 
munition. In small arms and sup­ 
plies they took 1,180 percussion 
muskets, 243 percussion rifles, 121 
rifle carbines, 923 percussion pis­ 
tols, 419 cavalry sabers, 39 cavalry 
swords, 20 cavalry and artillery 
musketoons, 
400,000 
cartridges, 
and 12,700 pounds of powder. 
Most of the stores taken were 
hauled to Liberty and distributed. 
Colonel R outt’s ice house served as 
an arm ory w here many southern 
soldiers repaired and received guns 
which they used in effective service

Did you know that approximately 
a third of all pigs that are farrowed 
never live to reach marketable age? 
Most of these losses occur within 
the first few weeks of life and are 
largely preventable if farmers will 
take advantage of knowledge now 
available.

REGARDLESS of the excellence of 
the electrical brooder you pur- 
chaae, it cannot yield maximum re­ 
sults unless it is operated and man­ 
aged correctly. 
Inadequate wiring is the most com- 
mon reason for unsatisfactory oper­ 
ation of electric hovers. Check with 
your power company or a reliable 
electrician to determine If your serv­ 
ice runs are sufficiently large—the 
average poultry lighting circuit is 
entirely too small. Several brooders 
connected to a single line constitute 
an appreciable load which, if carried 
on small wires over a long distance, 
results in considerable voltage drop 
and consequent wasted energy, in­ 
creased power cost end sluggish op­ 
eration of the hovers. 
So long as it is properly ventilated, 
free from floor drafts, has a good 
floor and is of the proper size, any 
well-constructed building may be 
used for brooding. Positive ventila­ 
tion is necessary to remove dust, 
odors and excess moisture. Floor 
drafts cause uneven temperatures 
under the hover, chill the chicks and 
increase operating costs. A good floor 
helps to prevent drafts, conserves 
the heat beneath the brooder and 
protects against cold and dampness. 
Allow half a square foot of floor 
space per chick in the brooder house; 
one square foot per poult. 
Proper management is perhaps the 
most important factor in successful 


electric 
brooding. 
The 
following 
pointers will help you start off cor­ 
rectly. 
Before the baby chicks arrive from 
the hatchery or are removed from 
your incubator, thoroughly clean and 
disinfect the brooder house and 
equipment. Spread the floor evenly 
with four inches of some clean, 
finely-cut, absorbent material—most 
commercial litters are satisfactory, 
as are soft-wood shavings. Put suffi­ 
cient feeders and water fountains 
under as well as outside the hover 
Adjust the brooder so that the 
curtain is V 
4 to Vfe inch above the 
litter. Operate the hover at least two 
days before the chicks are put under 
it. adjusting the control knob until a 
constant temperature of 95 degrees 
on the litter is obtained. Do not 
worry about the temperature of th« 
brooder house, as chicks thrive in 
the cold provided there is a warm 
hover to which they can run. 
To keep the chicks closa to th« 
brooder and prevent them from hud­ 
dling in the corners of the house, an 
oval confining ring or guard is es­ 
sential. This should be about 
1? 
inches high, and may be of wlr« 
mesh although heavy cardboard or 
sheet metal is preferable as a solid 
ring helps to reduce floor drafts. 
After the chicks are placed under 
the hover, there are many other pre­ 
cautions tc be observed. Space does 
not permit detailing them here, but 
you can obtain full information by 
writing to your state college or uni­ 
versity or to the makers of electric 
brooders
